free spirits and pillars of democracy. 
The Dutch, the Norwegians, the Danes, 
were free under kings, and there are 
kings and queens who have worked 
and fought for freedom. But none of 
these Graustarkian royalilies has de- 
monstrated a devotion to or any ac- 
complishments toward freedom such 
as to suggest that they would be ser- 
viceable in establishing it after the 
present war. 


Nothing could hurt the cause of 


freedom more today than to identify 
it with a lot of comic-strip leaders, 
repudiated alike at home and abroad. 
Let us rally to the cause of freedom 
those who have proved it today in 
action, not merely use the war as a 
stepladder to a formerly abused po- 
wer.

However, a much better 
quality plant will be available if grown 
at home in a hotbed or a cold frame. 
Plants taken idreclly from cold frame 
to the garden or field will grow off 
better and show a much higher per- 
centage of survival than those plants 


yi^Ued several days or even longer 


before they are sold and set out. The 
time taken to ship such plants from 
regions farther south and the occas- 
ions when they are ke anitpbljf'M 
ions when they are kept in a store 
some time before meeting with a sale, 


< ''..ill naturally be harmful to the vi- 
tality of the plant. 


For home use, if a hotbed is not 


available, plants may be started in a 
box in the kitchen and then trans- 
planted to the cold frame after the 
s(jjond true leaf has formed on the 
seedling, the Extension horticulturist 
advises. Cold frames are easily and 
cheaply constructed and should be 
found on every farm. Although hot- 
beds are more trouble to construct, 
it-should be possible for every farm 
family to have one 
in 
operation. 


Sources of heat could be fermenting 
horse manure, flue heat from a fire 
box, or 
electric heating 
elements 


where power is available.

Australians 
Stop Japs on 
Malaya Front 


Two Enemy 
Armored Units 
Shattered by 
Stiffened Defenses 


SINGAPORE-(/r>)-Rallying around 


fresh forces of battle hungry and 
jungle wise Australians the British 
.Imperial defenders of Singapore ap- 
peared Friday to have checked the 
Japanese in their offensive toward this 
vital Oriental base. 


Two Japanese armored units were 


reported shattered by stiffened de- 
fenses all along the shortened front in 
lower Malaya, aided by considerable 
aerial support. 


While the nil- force smashed at Jap- 


anese trucks and railway concentra- 
tions near Tnmpin, 120 miles north- 
west of Singapore British imperials, 
fighting with 
fresh 
fury 
in the 


coastal 
strip 
north 
of 
Malacca 


Plain, claimed to have knocked out 
14 tanks and 10 armored vehicles. An 
official communique 
said 
advance 


guards of the Australians smashed 
six more tanks and inflicted heavy 
casualties in their first battle since 
the Malayan invasion began. 


(BBC quoting a Reuters dispatch on 


the Malacca coastal strip engagement 
said an enemy armored column was 
allowed to advance over a bridge pre- 
pared for demolition. When the col- 
umn passed over the bridge it was 
blown up and the enemy engaged 
by artillery and heavy casualties were 
inflicted on the Japanese and they ran 
for cover.

Reds Smashing 
at the Gates 
ofTaganrog 


Free French Forces 
Join British 
in Fighting in 
Libya 


By the Associated Press 
Masses of Russian tanks were re- 


ported smashing Friday at the gates 
of German-held Taganrog, 40 miles 
west of Rostov as Marshall Semeon 
Timoshenko's Red armies pressed a 
general counter offensive through the 
Ukraine and tightened the trap around 
100,000 Germans in the Crimea. 


"The Soviet forces are now batter- 


ing fiercely at the gates of Tanganrog," 
a British radio broadcast said. 


Russian troops were reported to be 


fighting the inavdcrs 40 miles north of 
Sevastopol, on the railroad to the 
Russian mainland. 


Soviet front line dispatches chron- 


icled an unbroken scries of Russian 
triumphs along the entire 1,200 mole 
battle lino from Leningrad to the 
Black sea. 


Situation Well in Hand 
MELBOURNE, Australia—(ff)—Aus- 


tralian troops now playing such a 
vital role in Singapore's defense are 
using the invaders own jungle fighting 
technique, reports reaching 'here said 
and are giving the Japanese "the hard- 
est blow they've had in this war 
to date." 


Such was the report of Sergeant Ian 


Fitchett, official correspondent with 
the Australians in Malaya. At the 
same time Prime Minister John Curtin 
said his news from the front indi- 
cated tlie Australian forces "had the 
situation well in hand."

RIO de JANERIO—W)—Indications 


that Argentina had changed her posi- 
tion and might swing into line with 
her sister republics in a resolution 
calling for a break of all relations with 
the Axis powers were seen Friday in 
informed quarters as the conferenct 
of foreign ministers swung into ac- 
tion. 


Pro-conference talks between her 


representatives and other conference 
leaders in which Argentina was said 
to have been brought under consid- 
erable pressure by her sister republics 
were believed to have averted a dead- 
lock on th issue. 


The last obstacle to accord, however, 


was not yet removed. Observers ex- 
pressed belief that the border dispute 
between Peru and Ecuador left a 
stumbling block in the path of har- 
monious action.

How Good Neighbors Will Confer at Rio 


WASHINGTON—News of the thirdS> 
meeting of the ministers of foreign af- 
fairs of the 21 American republics at 
Rio de Janerio, Jan 15, may be buried 
by war bulletins, but just the same, 
this conference is important in re- 
lation to what happens next in the 
western hemisphere. 


8hcse Pan-American meetings used 


lo be largely oratory. They're getting 
over that now and these sessions of the 
foreign ministers, after the pleanry 
opening session and the speeches of 
welcome are out of the way, have 
been proceeding on the "What arc we 
here for? 
Ok! Vamonos! Let's get 


going" idea. 


Whereupon they break up into com- 


mittees and try toget something done. 
Also, the delegates and their technical 
advisers are beginning to know each 
other now, and the informal gather- 
ings across the hall and up in Guill- 
ermo's room do almost as much for 
building hemisphre solidarity as any- 
thing settled around a conference 
table. 


A good bit of formality was necess- 


ary in the Buenos Aires conference 
in 1936 and at Lima in 1938. That was 
the wishful, sentimental period, but 
at the meetings of foreign ministers 
in Panama in 1939 and Havana in l'J40 
there was real threat of the European 
war facing the delegates to adopt 
realistic policies for safeguarding the 
hemisphere. 


Welles Hopeful 
The tide lias now definitely swung 


in our direction, thinks Undersectary 
of State Sumner Welles, the United 
States representative at the Rio meet- 
ing. 
The American republics are 


standing together and they manifest a 
greater desire toshow unity with us. 
In addition, there is an element of 
fear involved—a fear of what this war 
may do to nations not technically in- 
volved—that prompts 
collaboration. 


No ODO can talk about or predict what 
policies the meeting will adopt, but 
none of the United States delegates 
goes to Rio at all discouraged about 
the possible outcome. 


For the first time, a much more 


varied assortment of advisers goes 
along with Mr. Welles. 
The under- 


secretary is generally regarded as 
sufficient unto himself in handling 
diplomatic angles of any international 
meeting, but so involved are the war 
issues that a panel of experts from 
government agencies other than the 
State Department will make up the 
contingent from Washington. - Un- 
dersecretary of Commerce Wayne C.

LITTLE ROCK—(/Pj~The Utilities 


Commission Friday authorized 
the 


Arkansas Powcr& Light company to 
build 188 miles of high voltage trans- 
mission lines to complete intercon- 
nection with Arkansas for supplying 
65,000 kilowatts of interim power from 
an 11-utility power pool to the gov- 
ernment's aluminum plant on Lake 
Catherine. 


The inlra-connection is to be built 


at an estimated cost of $2,314,000 and 
will include 104 miles of line from 
Little Rock to Norfork in North Ar- 
kansas and 84 miles of line from a 
point northeast of Ashdown to the 
aluminum plant. 


C. S. Lynch, executive vice-presi- 


dent of the A. P. & L. told the Util- 
ities commission Friday he had been 
notified the Lake Catherine Alumin- 
um Plant would be completed ahead 
of schedule and would begin needing 
interim power much sooner than ex- 
pected.

WASHINGTON —</P)- U. S. fleet 


units in the Far East have sunk two 
big transports and three other Jap- 
anese vessels, the Navy said Friday in 
reporting also that submarines still 
menaced the U. S. northeast coast.

last two days two small vessels have 
been sent to the bottom. 


Tersely the Navy passed out this 


statement: 


"Units of the U. S. Asiatic fleet re- 


port the sinking of five enemy ves- 
sels in tlie Far Eastern waters. They 
include two large cargo ships, two 
large transports and one medium 
sized transport. 


"The sinking are in addition to en- 


emy casualties at sea previously re- 
ported." 


That last line meant that 24 Jap- 


anese ships—non-combatant and war- 
ships have been sunk by the Navy 
and Marines. 


There was no disclosure 
as to 


where the latest actions occurred, 
London heard an Axis report that the 
Japanese fleet was in action off the 
Philippines Peninsula of Batan, but 
this report was accorded little recog- 
nition. 


The sinking of a second ship in 


New York waters was confirmed of- 
ficially Friday by the Navy.

Full Purpose of (lie Coming of 
JPSIIS Is Revenleil by Ills 
Public nnpflsin 


Text: I,ul<p 3:I-C, 1S-I7, 21-22

Luke, with the exactness of the 


historlnn, hns inmle n great contribu- 
tion to our knowledge of New Testa- 
ment events in their careful doting in 
relation to secular history. We do not 
know the precise dote of the birth of 
Jesus, nor do we know His exact nge 
when He began His ministry, or just 
how long Unit ministry lasted. 


These lire matters concerning which 


(hero has been much 
controversy 


among scholars, but Luke has put the 
Gospel story in dales that, are suffi- 
ciently accurate and trustworthy. Ful- 
ler knowledge of the very (Jay and 
hour of liny event would add nothing 
whatever to (lie spiritual significance 
of the Gospel fuels. 


H was, Luke says, "in the 15lh year 


of his reign of Tiberius Caesar, Pontius 
Piinte being governor of Judeo," when 
John the Bapeist came from the wild- 
erness us the forerunner of Jesus, 
preaching the baptism of repentance 
und the remission of sins. According 
to Luke, John lincl the consciousness 
of o clear call from God. In this clear 
consciousness there WHS the realization 
that he was not the Messiah, but that 
his work wiis that of preparation foi 
the Messiah who was about to come 
John was of course thoroughly versec. 
in the Hebrew Scriptures, and he 
found n description of his own mis- 
sion in the book of the prophet Isaiah 
He was the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, "Make ready the way o 
the Lord, make His paths straight." 


Immediately there were those who 


believed that in John the expected 
Messiah had come, but he was insis- 
tent in correcting that impression. His 
baptism was a baptism ftf. water, sig- 
nifying cleansing and repentance, bul 
John said that there was one coming 
mightier than himself, the latchet 01 
whose shoes he was not worthy to 
unloose, who would baptize them with 
the Holy Spirit and with fire. 


It is strange that almost invariably 


we picture John the Baptist as an old 
man, 
somewhat of the hermit type 


living apart from men and renounc- 
ing the ways of the world. On the 
contr ary, a flaming youth, on fire 
with passionate convictions, subject- 
ing himself to rigid disciplines such as 
a soldier of today might accept and 
undergo. 


John's mission was decidely in the 


world, leaving the wilderness that he 
might come in contact with men and 
society, persuading individuals to turn 
from their sins and evil ways, and 
urging society to purge itself so it 
might be worthy to receive the Mes- 
siah who was about to come. 


To John, Jesus Himself came to be 


baptized. John hesitated and would 
have refused, feeling his own un- 
worthincss and how unfitting it was 
that he who needed so much to be ba- 
ptized himself should baptize the Mes- 
siah whose coming he had prophesied. 
But Jesus was insistent. "Suffer it 
to be so now," He said, as Mathew tells 
us in his account o fthe baptism, "for 
thus it bcconelh us to fulfill all right- 
eousness." (Mathew 3:15) 


Wliy did Jesus thus insist upon this 


public baptism? John had-definitely 
preached baptsm as an outward sign 
of repentance and the beginning of the 
now life, but Jesus had no sin of 
which to repent and in Him was the 
fullness of the new life He had come 
to impart to men. The baptism, how- 
ever, was in full harmony with the na- 
ture, meaning und purpose of the 
ci.ming of Jesus. It marked His full 
humanity, and His coming to share 
the life of sinful men that He might 
be the righteousness of God forthem. 
Tliis is the very essence of the Gos- 
pel message, and the public baptism 
of Jesus. 


OUT OUR WAY

changgeless as Richard Arlen, who has 
been playing romatic leads in movies 
longer than any other actor, who has 
made and lost and remade several 
fortunes, and who always seems to 
get a kick out of everything. 


For 20 years and 250 to 300 pictures 


(he never bothered to keep count) 
Arlen has been doing worthy deeds— 
mostly violent, winning heroines—us- 
ually with a pretty brusque manner, 
and endearing himself to directors 
while driving them crazy with his gags 
and his casual attitude toward work. 


Acting is such an effortless occupa- 


tion that Arlen never looks at a script 
until he reaches the set on the first 
morning of production. If the director 
asks him to rehearse a speech, Arlen 
stalls by saying, "I wasn't able to 
work that out so is sounded just right. 
Why don't you read it once and show 
me what you want? So the director 
will read it and the actor will memor- 
ize it, and chances are he'll repeat it 
perfectly on the first take. 
Since his main job has been so easy 
and profitable, Arlen naturally has 
turned to other fileds for bis hard 
work and worrying. Most of his qut- 
sidei enterprises did fine until some- 
thing kicked them in the teeth. There 
was a string of diaries, threatenen by 
a delivery strike. Arlen was so mad 
he shut up the whole business and 
walked out on the astonished negotia- 
tors. He also helped finance and build 
up a big truck line which took quite a 
bouncing around from the railroads. 


Lately there has been his flying 


school in nearby Van Nuys. 
Arlen 


got into that through his love of avia- 
tion, but expanded it lavishly for pilot 
training as a measure for national de- 
Jense. 
The school was graduating 


about 60 puplis every three months, 
most of them primary students headed 
for the Army when national defense 
up and ruined everything.

Arlen isn't concerned about himself. 


In the course of his business tragidies 
he also has acquired various items of 
local real estate, plus a large ranch 
in tlie valley where he lives with a., 
herd of Herefords. The cattle ought to 
bring him quite a bit of money, but 
his friends will be surprised if some 
unpredictable debacle doesn't happen. 


There's just one sure and generous 


source of revenue for Mr. Arlen, and 
that's the screen. 
It was by a phy- 


sical accident that he became an actor 
in 1921: 
a studio car hit him and 


broke a leg while he was delivering 
some film on the Paramount lot. The 
victim, just turned 21, took an acting 
contract instead of a cash settlement, 
and then proceeded to surprise every- 
one by earning his money and moving 
quickly into leading roles. 


Arlen speaks wistfully of the earlier 


years at Paramount when he and 
Gary Cooper, Bing Crosby and Jack 
Oakie played football on the lawn 
behind the administration building 
and tackled cuties and dignified ex- 
ecutives. They did other things, too, 
such as blasting with blanks at the 
south 
end of a stark-naked 
and 


swiftly sprinting Maurice Chevalier. 


Those were happy days. Evreything 


seems to be changed now except Dick 
Arlen himself.

Horses Expected 
to Be Big Agri- 
culture Feature 
During War 


Getting rid of energy-robbing horse 


bots is like getting rid of wornout 
tractor sparkplugs, says Oliver L. 
Adams, county agent. Both ore profit 
and power leaks that reduce produc- 
tive efficiency of Hempstead County 
Farmers 
in their 
Food-for-Viclory 


campaign. 


Because horsepower on the hoof is 


expected to be of growing agricul- 
tural importance for the duration of 
the war, the farm team should be kept 
free of bols and in top working con- 
dition, Mr. Adams points out. Bots in- 
terefer with normal digestion, com- 
pete with the horse for its food sup- 
ply, and sometimes seriously irritate 
stomach and intestinal walls. 


According to M. W. Muldrow of the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, botflies lay eggs on fore- 
legs, throat, nose and lips of horses 
during summer and before the first 
hard frost in fall. The tiny bots hatch 
in a few days and either crawl into 
the horse's mouth, the extension an- 
imal husbandman said, or work their 
way in when the horse rubs its legs 
with its lips. For about a month they 
burrow in the lining of the mouth, 
then pass into the stomach and in- 
testines, where they spend the winter 
and grow to full size. During the 
following spring and summer they are 
eliminated with manure and develop 
into adult egg-laying flies. 


Best treatment 
for 
killing bots, 


Muldrow said, is carbon disulfide giv- 
en to the horse by a veterinarian. This 
month is the best time for treatment, 
which is about 100 per cent effective, 
and removes large intestinal round- 
worms and some of the other in- 
ternal parasites as well. 


Although it generally pays to treat 


horses or mules on a single farm, Cflst 
of treatment may be reduced if horttss 
can be brought to centra] treating 
points and a tdurlschedul workd out 
for the local veterinarians.
